“THE SEED GRAIN WE SOW” 


By Howard G. Wright of Airdrie, 
President Alberta Seed Growers’ 
Association 
There are many questions that 
enter our minds at this time of 
the year and naturally, we all 
wonder what the outcome of the 
next seven or eight months will 

be. 

There are many things that 
we, as farmers, have to contend 
with and many hazards beyond 
our control, but there is one fac- 
tor that is of the greatest im- 
portance in the successful hand- 
ling of a grain farm, that is def- 
initely under our control and 
that is “The Seed Grain We 
Sow.” Good, well-matured seed 
of the right variety, well-clean- 
ed has always been recommend- 
ed down through the ages and is 
just as true today as in the time 
of Pliny in ancient Rome. To- 
day we must pay more attention 
to the variety’ we grow and its 
purity. The Canada Grain Act, 
which controls the marketing of 
commercial grain, has been 
changed from time to time but 
recent changes make it very ne- 
cessary, if you want to get into 
the top grades, to grow a crop 
that is reasonably true to vari- 
ety. This is a good step and we, 
as grain growers, have a duty to 
perform to ourselves and Canada 
in Keeping up the quality of our 
export products. 

We suggest that you use some 
of our Association’s seed as a 
foundation for your crop and se- 
cure the best result. Our slogan 
and aim is “A Seed Plot on your 
Farm in 1938.” Buy enough seed 
to plant a small field say from 
three to twenty acres, depending 
on how big a farm you operate. 
Pick a nice piece of breaking or

INCREASED GERMINATION 

MAKES SEED GO FURTHER 

Eleven million bushels of 
wheat, oats and barley are being 
distributed by the provincial 
governments of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta to provide seed for 
the crop of 1938 in districts 
where the devastating drought 
of 1937 left farmers destitute. 
Some harvested fewer bushels 
than they planted, and the 
meagre supply of shrivelled grain 
too weak to germinate, served 
only to partially satisfy the food 
craving of their starving cattle. 

The governmental measure for 
aiding these unfortunate farmers 
will be administered with econ- 
omy, says B. Leslie Emslie, and 
none will receive a quantity of 
seed grain adequate for the sow- 
ing of all the acres he would 
wish to put in crop. Consequent- 
ly, the desire to make the seed 
grain go as far as possible is 
bound to result in light seeding 
on many acres. There is a way 
to make the seed go further, a 
way Known to all agronomists in 
the government service and to 
many otf the farmers who will be 
recipients of the bounty. It is 
through the treatment of the 
seed with organic mercury dust 
at the rate of only one-half 
ounce per bushel. This inexpen- 
sive treatment not only controls 
bunt of wheat, covered smut and 
Stripe of barley and the smuts 
of oats but protects against root 
and foot rots, thereby promoting 
vigorous germination and in- 
creased yields. 

Government representatives 
considered the advisability of 
pre-treating all seed sent out 
but were deterred by the fear 
that some might be tempted to 
feed part of it to livestock, in 
amounts which might prove 
toxic. Fortunately, the cost of 
treatment is so small that the 
farmer need not be denied the 
advantage.
